‘* I will tell you something about my scien- 
tific education in general and perhaps you will 
then be able to understand better how I came 
to make my discoveries and how I was able 
to generalize them so rapidly. I am now 
36 years old, and I may say without ex- 
aggeration that I have been a student of nut- 
ural sciences ever since my 7th year. At the 
age of 13 I first studied the works of Darwin 
and Haeckel, and I think that at the age of 
15 I had read everything that Darwin had 
written until that time. Later on I became a 
student of mathematics, physics, chemistry, 
and descriptive natural sciences. I was so 
deeply impressed with the Darwinian theory 
that I accepted it as explanatory of all the 
phenomena of organic life on this planet. 

Makes Discoveries. 


When I became a student of medicine at 
the Ohio Medical College in Cincinnati—and 
I did not graduate from that instititution in 
two years, but it took me five years, because 
I always felt how little I knew in medicine 
and when I was initiated into the mysteries 
of medicine I saw that nothing taught m 
physiology, pathology. and therapy could be 
explained under those general laws of organic 
lite as laid down by Darwin, and because I 
felt that those laws were reaily the laws 
of organic life I knew that physiology, path- 
ology, and therapy as taught heretofore was 
a mass of undigested and undigestable non- 
sense, so I have been for years trying to flud 
She key and I have found it, and the moment 
I did find it I knew what I had found. Let 
me first tell you something about my discov- 
eries in connection with the vac- 
cinia and the smallpox microbe I 
would like to state first. that my 
discoveries were handed over, three weeks 
ago,to the Philadelphia Medical News, how- 
ever, and I will let the medical men of this 
country know something about my work 
through the daily press, because I must pre- 
vent more murder Being committed than has 
already been done. And after I had become 
acquainted thoroughly with Prof. Robert 
Koch’s methods I knew as well as 
Prof. Koch has known for some time 
that there are microbes causing diseases 
which cannot be cultivated on one of Koch’s 
cuiture soils, I have endeavored to prepare a 
culfure soil consisting of protoplasm which 
has not been changed either by heat or by 
chemical agents, This culture soil 1 prepare 
in the following manner: I make a culture 
of yeast celle—the best kinds are 
those which do not cause any alco- 
hoiic or any other fermentation. The 
culture is prepared. not according to Koch’s, 
but according to Hansen’s method. Hansen 
is the most celebrated fermentation biologist 
living. After having an absolutely pure cult- 
ure of yeast cells I bring a portion of this liv- 
ing material on a disc of plaster of Paris, im- 
mersed partly in water,ro that it is kept moiet. 
The disc I keepin a little glass dish. Uf course 
everything has to be done with all the precau- 
tion taught by asepsis. 

In the Yeast Cells,

call secretes a mass of protoplasm. This 
protoplasm is my culture soil. If I vaccinate 
this protoplasm, either with lymph or the 
blood of a person previously vaccinated, there 
develops in this protoplasm on the outside of 
the yeast cell membrane a large number of 
small round bodies. I think these small 
cells are amoeboid bodies. I can propagate 
them from culture to culture, and I 
have vaccinated myself with this pure 
culture, 1 ha ve found the bodies 
again in my blood. I have made new 
pure cultures and so on. I saw how these 
bodies behave in my blood. I saw how they 
are destroyed by the white blood corpuscles 
in the body, and I saw how they are taken up 
and destroyed by the white blood corpuscles 
in a yeast cell of pure culture, and I have kept 
alive and active white blood corpuscles out- 
side of the human body in the brood oven 
(imeubator) for days. 

J recognized that the disease called vac- 
cinia and the more vicious form of the same 
disease, called smalipox, is nothing more or 
less than a process of fermentation of the 
blood. So is, in fact, every disease. So is 
Bright’s disease, so is diabetes, so is 
every physiological process of the body, 
a process of fermentation. The 
yeast cell itself is not the cause of fermenta- 
tion in the process of brewing beer, but a lit- 
tie cell calied the nucleus or a granule of 
protoplasm is the true ferment in the yeast 
cell, I have examined the blood of 
tuberculous patients and I have recog- 
nized in it small round bodies. 
which I had before seen in the milk of tuber- 
culous cows. When I saw them formerly I 
thought they were spores of the tubercle bac- 
illus, but I know now that they are amoeboid 
bodies living on top of the tubercle bacilius 
as parasites, and they get into the blood, into 
the milk, and into the offspring. 

Koch and His Discoveries. 


„Of course, it appears almost incompre- 
hensible that a young doctor, almost un- 
known, should step up and have the audacity 
to tell the world that Robert Koch is wrong. 
But Koch. himself was young; he was un- 
known; he came from a little Prussian vil- 
lage on the Polish frontier when he told the 
world all he knew about the tubercle bacil- 
lus. And there are two men in Germany, 
two of the greatest medical men that ever 
lived, Virchow and Pettenkofer, and 
they do not believe in the tubercle bacillus 
today, and I can prove they are right, because 
the tubercle bacillus is not the cause of tuber- 
culosis and the cholera .bacillus is not the 
cause of cholera. The causes in both cases 
are amcosboid bodies (of course different 
amceboid bodies) which live in nature on 
bacilli and which get into the blood. 

„I know what I am talking about. I know 
that I have made the greatest discovery ever 
made in medicine, and I am not afraid to say 
so. I will say soto Tue Txrpuns and I would 
say so to Virchow and Koch, should I meet 
them tomorrow. And because I know that I 
have discovered the truth, because I know that 


I have discovered that men are murdered | 


in this country by vaccine farm owners, I am 
not afraid to tell them so, and I will prove all 
Isay. I call upon every honest physician in 
this country ana ask him to buy all the vac- 
cine points he can and to label them careful- 
ly. I will teach every medical man how to 
examine the blood for _vaccine mi- 
crobes, and the brutes who have de- 
graded the honest name of the whole 
medical. profession shall be brought to 
justice, About my views of a true therapy, 
I will say I have seen how diseases are lim- 
ited in duration, how they are exterminated 
from the body. I have seen how the white 
blood vorpuscles eat of and kill the disease 

microbes. I know now how a cure is effected 
by nature, and I havea plan how nature cau 
be helped in every disease. 

Will Cure Many Ills. 
„The medical profession will not be able to 


cure every disease in a few months, but I 
know the day is not far off when we will cure 
cancer, when we will cure tuberculosis, as 

easily as we can cure maiaria, and a good a

ORS HE HAS KNOWN | 


DEAN HOLE TELLS A LARGE AUDI- 
-ENOE WHO THEY ARE. 


His American. Reception=Bores Comprise 
Men, Women, and Children and Eve [| 
Include Clergymen — How the Great | 


Englishman Gets Along with Them= 
Humoraus Incidents from Personal Ex- 
perience with All Sorts and Conditions 
of Men, | 

The Very Rev. Dr. Samuel Reynolds Hole, 
Dean of Rochester Cathedral, England, 
lectured last night at Central Music 
Hall, under the direction of the 
Star Lecture Course on Impostors. 
Bores, and other Disagreeable People; and 
the Uses and Abuses of English Sports. A 
good audience greeted him, and among those 
who*sat on the platform were the Rev. Dr. 
Barrows, A. F. berger, I. N. Camp, Dr. 
D. R. Brower, Postmaster Hesing, the Rev. 
Carlos Martyn, the Rev. Dr. Willard Scott, 
the Rev. William White Wilson, R. W. Hare, 
E. P. Bailey, Dr. J. H. Chew, and J. V. 
Brooks Jr. 

Dr. Hole, who is g tall man witha slight 
stoop in bis shoulders, was in unre- 
lieved black and wore knickerbocker small 
clothes. He has a good voice, and was heard 


and attentively listened to throughout his 


lecture. 

David B. Lyman, who introduced him, said 
no American could view the grand cathedrals 
of England without bemg profoundly im- 

and inspired. 

The Cathedral of Rochester, he said, was 
the most ancient site of Christianity in En- 
gland, and marked the spot where St. Augus- 
tine was consecrated a Bishop A. D. 604. 
After reterring to his modesty, learning, and 
eloquence Mr. Lyman introduced Dr. Hole, 
who had been applauded when he came on the 
platform, and was now applanded again. 

His Views of Americans. 

Dr. Hole said he was a graduate of Brazen 
Nose College, Oxford, and was not near so 
modest as Mr. Lyman seemed to think. But 
he had been quite anxious as to the reception 
he would get in America. He had been told 
an American audience was composed of severe 
critics, who gazed ata speaker without giving 
any sign of feeling, and left him to guess what 
they thought of him. He had heard 
also some of the complaints Americans 
made of the English. One of them had said 
they knew nothing of America except that the 
pilgrims had landed on Piymoth Rock. This 
American had been introduced all around in 

and had been so often reminded of 
this event he finally became sorry that 
Plymouth Rock had not landed on the pil- 
grims. On the other hand he had 
been encouraged dy the kind no- 
tices some of his books had re- 
ceived from the American press. He felt as 
Thomas Jefferson did when he said, between 
a government without newspapers and news- 
papers without government he pre- 
ferred the newspapers. He was a con- 
firmed optimist. On one occasion when he 
had lectured in a provincial town in England 
he had made this remark and a callow re- 
porter published the next morning that he 
had said he was an i occulist, Well, 
he did not object much to the 
mistake, as he had an eye for the good. Some 
American explorers had found away up in the 
Aretic regions a small spot where the most 


Draws the Line at Bores. 

But,*said Dr. Hole, optimist as he was, he 
had to draw the line somewhere, and so he 
would drawit at bores and impostors, who 
were the gnats, mosquitoes, and wasps of so- 
ciety. Instead of praise; they deserved noth- 
ing but brimstone and dynamite. He would 
as soonrun againsta buffalo in a blizzard 
as to meet one of them. He wished 
he could do with the whole tribe as Mark 
Twain did with his neighbor’s hens. He tied 
fish-hooks to strings, and baited them with 
corn. The strings were tied to a rocket, and 
when the hens had swallowed the corn he 
touched off the rocket and sent them swish- 
ing around among the constellations. 

A bore always chose a subject of conversa- 
tion about which you either knew nothing or 
cared nothing. He was apt to talk about his 
uncle’s will, or bimetallism, or archeology 
Some of them wrote boring letters. One of 
them wrote to him to know whether it was 
true the Danes had nailed the skins of the 
Saxons to the doors of his cathedral. He 
wrote he was so busy attending to 
the souls and bodies of live people, he 
had no time to inquire about the skins of 
dead people. An American dore wrote him 
asking him to collect a debt from an English 
debtor, but he replied he was a dean and not 
a dun. One bore wrote hima letter at the 
head of which he first wrote My dear 
Countess, then ran his pen through ** Count- 
ess and wrote Hole.“ He replied in a 
letter beginning My dear Prince Albert,“ 
and then ran his pen through Prince Al- 
bert, and wrote Dick.“ 

Bores the Dean Fears. 

He could always manage to get rid of one 
of these snob bores on the street by stopping 
to gaze into winaows, rattling his cane on the 
railings, or stopping a policeman and asking 
him to direct him toa public house where he 
could get some shrimps. He was dreadfully 
afraid of a bore with a hobby. He visited a 
friend once, in the country, who had 
a model farm. He insisted one morning on 
taking him all over the farm. He submitted, 
but after luncheon he proposed to take him 
around again; and after dinner dragged him 
around again, It made him feel like an En- 
glish steamer the Japanese bought, and in- 
sisted on runningit themselves. It got to 
going around in a circle, and they could not 
stop it. 

One bore was the man who rode in a jaunt- 
ing car with you, and was always calling your 
attention to things behind your back. Au- 
other was the man who wrote for auto- 
graphs. He had a friend who manufactured 
autographs of Byron, Newton, and Julius 
Cesar for such correspondents. Some stout 
people were great bores. On an underground 
railroad a fat wom2n begged a man who sat 
near her to assist her out when she got to 
Sloan street. She said she had been around 
the metropolis four times. Bet she was so 
large she only could get out of the car back. 
wards, and every time she tried to get out at 
Sican street the guard thought she was get- 
ting in and started the car. He never knew a

Children Who Are Rares. 

However it might be in America, women in 
England could be frightful bores. They 
always bored him when they took up with 
men’s hats, ties, collars, and cigarets., He 
liked women as God made them. Spoilt 
children also were sometimes frightful bores. 
He told of a boy who kicked and spit at his 
father, and some time later said: Father, 
it was the devil prompted me to kick 
you, but tite spitting was my own idea.“ 
Another boy said to a young man visitor: I 
know who you are; you are Blanche’s last 
chance. I heard father say so.“ Another

TRUST DISTILLERIES TO START UP. 


The Monarch and Manhattan Will Operate 
Under the Takamine Procesa. 
Pzorta, III., Nov. 26.—[Special. ]—There is 
greatly increased activity in distilling circles 
here. The Monarch and Manhattan, which 
have been ordered by the trust to start up, to- 
day commenced receiving grain, and will re- 
sume. business Dec. 1. The Monarch will 
commence with a capacity of 3.000 a day 
and the Manhattan at 1,500, This will be 
under the Takamine process.

The expression of Mr. Ad- 
dicks as contained on a slip of paper, left at 
his Drexel Building office today for inquiries, 
follows:

Mrs. Addicks is the 
daughter of the late Washington Butcher of 
Philadelphia, and was married to Mr. Addicks 
in 1864. They have never had any children, 
but Mr. Addicks has a daughter, Florence, by 
a former wife, who was the sister uf the pres- 
ent Mrs. Addicks. The daughter, who is very 
fond of her stepmother, is said to favor the 
latter in the present controversy. 

Serious Complaints of the Wife. 


The libel filed by Mrs. Addicks alleges that 
Mrs. Wilson’s handsome establishment is 
maintained at the expense of Mr. Addicks 
and that he has for years spent much of his 
time in the company of Mrs. Wilson, neg- 
lecting his wife and finally by his conduct 
compelling her to leave him. It is further 
asserted that he kept a pair of handsome 
thoroughbreds in Mrs. Wilson’s stable and 
that she frequently drove him to and from 
the railway station when he visited this place. 

What effect the action of Mrs. Addicks will 
have upon the Senatorial aspirations of her 
husband can only be conjectured. Up to the 
present time all signs have pointed to Mr. Ad- 
dicks as the successor of Anthony Higgins in 
the United States Senate.

Controller Eckels has some good ideas on 
the subject of the management of ankmg iu- 
stitutions, which will probably appear in his 
annual report to Congress. One of the sug- 
gestions made by the Controller is that all the 
employés of a bank should be required to 
take vacations every year. With a view to 
the examination and inspection of the books 
and accounts of the institution, it should not 
be definitely understood at what time ac- 
countants should be given their vacations. 
By such an arrangement when a cashier or 
bookkeeper went away for a trip somebody 
else would go over the books and get at the ex- 
act condition of the institution. Another pian 
would be to have an examination of the 
passbooks of depositors when sent in, but by 
some one else than the regular bookkeeper at 
whose desk they might be placed regularly. 
It would be impossible for a bank examiner 
to go over such books, and besides if it was 
unders that such an examination was in 
progress it might be conducive to panics in 
certain communities. It has been demon- 
strated by recent developments in banking 
business that a radical e had become 
necessary in the methods of bookkeeping, but 
no legislation could be enacted by Congress 
in this line, It would remain for a bank to 
make such a change as the case seemed to 
demand, and there would be no more such 
transactions as had marked the operations of 
the Shoe and Leathe: Bank cashier at New

So far as cau be learned at the State De- 

rtment absolutely nothing has been done 

irectly by the government towards adjusting 
the claims of the French exhibiters for losses 
caused by the fire at the Liberal Arts Build- 
ing Jan. 8 and 9 of this year. An appropria- 
tion was agreed upon by the Senate commit- 
tee, but this was stricken out when the 
sundry civil bill went back to the House and 
ini ts place was substituted a provision di- 
recting the Secretary of State to investigate 
and report to Congress at its next session the 
amount of the losses sustained by the French 
Republic and French exhibiters, and also to 
determine by whose fault or negligence, 
if any, the losses were incurred. Inquiry 
at the State Department today developed 
the fact that the Secretary had taken 
no steps in the matter and that, therefore, no 
report would be made to Congress at the com- 
ing session. It was stated the department 
has been placed in an embarrassing position 
by Congréss for two reasons. One is that the 
question of liability for tne loss is now before 
the Federal Court in Chicago, and the State 
Department hesitates to institute another 
proceeding until the result of that suit has 
been announced, as it might seem as if the 
Secretary of State were endeavoring to preju- 
dice the opinion of the Federal Judge. An- 
other difficulty is the fact that the department 
has no money with which to prosecute the 
inquiry.

The impression appears to prevail at the 
State Department that while there was un- 
doubtedly considerable negligence and stu- 
pidity on the part of some of the subordinate 
customs officers, nevertheless the legal re- 
sponsibility for the loss rests with the Expo- 
sition corporation. Congress will have to 
grapple with the situation durmg the short 
session without avy light from the State De- 
partment, so the claim will come before the 
committees of the House and Senate under 
exactly the same conditions as last summer. 
There is a favorable sentiment in the Senate, 
especially among the Western men, which 
proceeds on the ground that the United States 
Government cannot afford to split hairs in 
such a matter, and that if the local cor- 
poration is not willmg voluntarily to as- 
sume the responsibility this government 
should make good the loss asa matter of 
courtesy to the French Nation, which has al- 
ways dealt in the most generous way with 
this government.

REPORT MADE ON TESTS OF RIFLES. 


The Luger, a German Weapon, Makes a 
Fairly Good Showing. 

Wasutnerox, D. C., Nov. 26.- -The Naval 
Small Arms Board has returned to Wash- 
ington from Newport where it has just com- 
pleted a second series of tests of small bore 
rifles. The guns tested were the Luger, a 
German gun, and the Durst, a California 
weapon. The latter broke down and was with- 
drawn. ‘The Luger, from all reports, did 
better than any gun yet examined. It is 
of the modified Manser type 


-uses rimless, ammunition. The Luge 


rifle has three “ faults, according to 
the board’s report. The trigger can be pulled 
before the bolt is completely locked, there is 
no indication of an empty magazine, anda 
special tool and pin are required to dismount 
the magazine. The board recommends that 
the Luger rifle, adapted to the present design 
naval cartridge (but rimless), be among the 
guns to be tried at the final trial. It is evi- 
dently the intention of the ordnance officers 
to try the effect of certain improvements of 
their own’ upon the design. 


PLANS TO ARM AUXILIARY CRUISERS, 


Small Guns That Could Be Worked Effect- 
ively on Ocean Greyhounds. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 26.—Secretary 
Herbert will recommend in his annual report 
to Congress the manufacture of several hun- 
dred guns of the smaller caliber to be used in 
arming auxiliary cruisers in the event of war. 
These guns will be of the four and six inch 
type. Vessels like the New York and Pafis, 
armed with six or eight guns of this caliber, 
with a secondary battery of gatling and ma- 
chine guns, would provea most effective ad- 
dition to the fighting force of the navy. In 
his report Secretary Herbert will say that in 
case such vessels as the New York should be 
called into service it would require many 
months to provide batteries for them, and for 
this reason he recemmends that a small ap- 
propriation for this purpose be made each 
year until sufficient guns and mounts have 
been provided to arm at least thirty-eight of 
the most suitable steamers of the Atlantic 
and at least eight of the most suitable on the 
Pacific coast.

Holz- 
berg asked witness if he wanted 
to make a stake If so, all he 
had to do was to come to Fargo and give the 
right kind of testimony in the Hirschfield case 
and he would be well paid. Bee asked Holz- 
berg what he was. expected to testify to. 
Holzberg said he should swgar he saw Mra. 
Aaron Hirschfield, then Miss Hogan, enter a 
place kept by Billy Diges in Helena in com- 
pany witha man he did not recognize. It 
was important he should remember the date 
from Aug. 10 to 15 last year. If he gave te:ti- 
mony as arranged he could get almost any 
sum he might name. Au agreement was en- 
tered into. Letters and telegrams were of- 
fered in evidence, They were sent by Holz- 
berg and nearly all the letters contained sums 
ot money. Some gave in detail the testimony 
he was to give warned him to learn it by 
heart. They also said the old man,” mean- 
ing L. H. Hirschfield, would do handsomely by 
Bee, but would advance only expense money 
until goods were delivered. Another letter 
gave the kind of garments he was to 
say Mrs. Hirschfield wore. At the end of each 
letter was written, For God's sake, don't 
forget to burn these letters.’’

The witness says he went to ‘the train and 
while hunting through the cat was stopped 
by a lady who said she was Mrs. L. H. Hirsch- 
field.

That a healthy public opinion is fast bemg 
formed concerning the purity of food was 
evidenced yesterday by the close attention 
given Prof. Salisbury during his lecture on 
„Milk at the rooms of the cooking school 
conducted by Mrs. Olive A. Cotton in the 
Atheneum Building. Dr. Salisbury is Pro- 
fessor of Chemistry in the Woman’s College, 
and, in a clear, lucid manner, discussed his 
subject, showing the value of milk as food, its 


dangers and safeguards. 

The audience was first treated to an analy- 
sis of milk, and a comforting bree ee ge 
was that in estimating the value of mil e 
water in it is iminaterial. The addition of 
water to milk is a commercial fraud only. Its 
economic value as compared with other foods 
ia not great, ninety-seven pints giv 
oniy 12 solid pounds: this, with milk at 
cents a pint, cannot ber ed as economi- 
cal, 5 quarts being required to sustain life in 
the same ratio us supplied by other foods. 
Milk, it was said, is inferior in force-produc- 
ing power to ‘wheat flour or even ‘potatoes, 
and only one-fourth that produced from 
cream. One pound of cheese was said to 
equal six pounds of milk. Its great claim to 
favor as a food consists in ite being especially 
easy of digestion, thus commending itself as 
a food for infants and invalids. Yet the dan- 
gers accompanying the use of milk are so 
many that it becomes a question of the great- 
est importance, — ane the attention of 
the public generally. 

First. there are the dangers resulting from 
the adulteration of milk: and, secondly, those 
lurking in the milk itself. .The epidemic of 
typhoid-fever among the students of the Uni- 
versity ot Virginia was cited as showmg how 
disease may be produced from the germs con- 
tained in the water from, which the cows 
drank. That tuberculosis is common among 
cows was undisputed, statistics showing from 
a number examined that. from 15 to 
20 per cent were 80

due to fact the gastric juice of the 
stomach killed these germs where the health 
was normal, but in the presence of other dis- 
eases infection easily begins and it is due to 
this fact that so many y children are af. 

Exysipela-, as well 
as a disease resembimg scarier-fever, owe 
much of their to the use of the 
milk of diseased cows. Ante as

141 is a result of fermentation and · 
so well known has it become to the medical 

fraternity that impure milk is the cause of 

the cholera infantum so prevalent among in- 

fants during the hot weather that in a recent 

published medical book, which has met with 

much favor, there is no article on that sub- 

ject, but in its atead is one on milk infection. 

Another danger is that from adulteration. 

While the coloring matter introduced today 

may be comparatively harmless it may not 

be so tomorrow. 

In alluding to the use of condensed milk 
the lecturer said milk condensed with sugar 
was open to objection on the ground of its 
indigestibility. -Nothing, in his opinion, 
could take the place of fresh, pure milk. 

Alluding briefly to the lactometer, which de- 
termines the specitic gravity of milk, yet 
which is not free from the manipulation of 
the milkman, and the sterilization of milk, 
the lecture was focused on the statement that 
the best safeguards were State intervention, 
together with codperation between the sup- 
plier and the consumer of milk. Before the 
State could act efficiently there must be a 
public opinion back of it to sustain it.

Mr. W. S. Gilbert would have been charmed 
last evening if he could have seen Mrs. Taber 
playing his marble heroine in “Pygmalion 
and Galatea at McVicker’s. Her ingenuous- 
ness, which made Lady Teazle at once petty 
and pretty, wasideally suited to delivering the 
veiled ironic lines of the satirist. It 
was not necessary for her to assume 
any archness to counterfeit the 
artificial innocence of Galatea. With youtn 
and grace, and a sly sense of humor of he 
own, she uttered the biting lines with a sweet- 
ness which blended perfectly with the author's 
bitterness, just as the two qualities combine 
in the composition of a strawberry. It is al- 
ways curious to observe an audi. 
ence listening this play- 
ful production of , Gilbert’s genius. 
It has an abiding suspicion that the author is 
poking fun at humanity in general and 
femininity in particular; and it isin doubt 
whether to sneer with the smartness or melt 
at the sentiment. Mrs. Taber lends herself 
in so plastic a manner to the author’s mold- 
ing that if Mr. Gilbert sees her as Galatea in 
London he will write new characters for 

r; for she would be a greater 
acquisition to him in drama than Geraldine 
Ulmar was in music. Mrs. Taber’s Galatea 
will induce any one who sits under its spell 
to witness her in the cousinly role of Par- 
thenia. Mr. Taber was an artistically attired 
Pygmalion—a Greek with Japanese leani 
in mattefs of costume, He acted with refres 
ing repose and with unimpeachable elocution.

It was at that time performed 
by Daniel Frohman’s stock company with 
Miss Georgia Cayvan and Herbert Kelcey in 
the roles of chief interest; but now it is being 
presented by a specially organized cast which 
gives preference to Miss Johnstone Bennett, 
The story which concerns the whim of an ec- 
centric mother who brings her three daugh- 
ters up as boys has been fully described in 
these columns. When compared with the 
strong dramas by the same author 
enumerated at the bead of the 
bill, it assumes the appearance 
of being the pastime of its author's idle mo- 
ments. But it is clever and witty in ita situa- 
tions and dialogue, and its satire, in its best 
moments, has the ring of W. S. Gilbert. It is 
a farce for h gh-class audiences, and it conse- 
quently pleased the large house which wit- 
nessed its return. The acting could not well 
be otherwise than copies of the originals in 
the various parts. If curiosity was felt as to 
how Miss Johnstone Bennett's mannish affec- 
tations would fit into the role of Lord Tommy 
it was disappointed, for she played the part 
with fewer evidences of masculinity than her 
predecessor. Miss Maud Odell, who was the 
Lord Noel, is of a typo diametrically opposite 
to Miss Cayvan, although she acted the part 
well. Miss E.aine Eilson played the Lord 
Billy with a strong touch of sentiment.

Alison was sufficient as Litterby. One of the 
3 roles was the Marchioness of Miss 
Ida Vernon.

CAPTURE OF PORT ARTHUR, 

The report of Field Marshal Count Oyama, 
whose army captured Port Arthur, taken in 
connection with semi-official dispatches from 
other points and the official report from the 
Admiral, tells an interesting story of the 
latest brilliant exploit of the Japanese. For 
over two weeks the Japanese have been 
marching in two divisions down the peninsula 
towards Port Arthur, meanwhile keeping in 
near communication with the fleet. The slow 
progress of the armies was not due to opposi- 
tion by the enemy but to the lack of roads, 
and as the Japanese were carrying heavy 
guns rapidity of movement was impossible, 
The completion of the advance under such 


skill with which the Japanese manage their 
transportation, inasmuch as several times 
‘they had to construct temporary roads and 
often had to make wide detours to avoid 
marshes and forest regions. Tuesday last. 
however, the two armies, after some skirmish- 
ing with the Chinese outposts, took their pos- 
tions. Wednesday the first division carried 
the inffenchments immediately in its front 
and occupied a point of vantage to which the 
artillery was brought up. Ucder cover of its 
fire port after port was carried» by storming 
and hand-to-hand fighting, and by 3 o’clock 
in the afternoon the whole western part of the 
stronghold was in the bands of the plucky 
Japs. 

The second division meanwhile was doing 
no less gallant work on the southeast. By 
evening of the first day it had captured three 
strong forts, protected by heavy guns, in each 
case the Japanese storming them and driving 
the Chinese out. At night there remained in 
this direction eight or ten redoubts with a 
total of twenty guns on the coast line and 
these were attacked and carried the next day 
in succession, and the most powerful of the 
Chinese fortresses—one supposed by its nat- 
vral position as well as by its heavy guns to 
be impregnable—was completely in posses- 
sion of the Japanese, together with its ships, 
dock yards, storehouses, and great accumula- 
tion of guns, torpedoes, ammunition, and 
other material of war. Although the fleet 
played a secondary partin the reduction of 
the fort it was an important one, as the ves- 
sels stood off shore just far enough to keep 
the coast batteries and seaward guns busy 
looking after them, while the troops in the 
rear were successfully opening and pouring 


place, One of the most remarkable features 
of the attack was the small loss of life on the 
Japanese side, amounting to about 200 killed 
and wounded, showing that the advance must 
have been made with great skill and careful. 
ness on the part of the Japanese officers and 
that in the actual encounters the Chinese 
must have been panic-stricken at the manner 
in which the reptiles,“ as the Chinese call 
them, carried fort after fort in spite of heavy 
guas. 

While the assault was delivered with great 
vigor and dash, it must be conceded that the 
defense of this natura! stronghold was miser- 
ably weak. It emphasizes, however, what bas 
all along been apparent—that the Chinese are 
but children in the hands of the Japanese and 
are completely at their mercy even when the 
odds are in their favor. The fall of Port 
Arthur ends the last hope of resistance in 
North China, and, so far as South China is 
concerned. Foo Chow will fall even easier 
than Port Arthur, as it is far weaker. The 
road to Pekin is now open and the retreat 
into Manchuria is cut off by the Japanese. 
China is completeiy at Japan’s mercy. In 
this extremity the Japanese are magnanimous 
enough to announce that as soon as China is 
prepared to make peace propositions Japan 
will accept the good offices of the United 
States in the negotiations. There can be little 
doubt but that the pig-tailed Celestials, if they 
are wise, will make their offer promptly. 
What may be the outcome so far as China is 
concerned it is difficuit to say, for Russia, 
Engiand, and Frarce are all ready to step in 
and seize what they want. The big powers, 
indeed, may grab so much that little may be 
left for the plucky conqueror of the big giant, 
etcept in the way of indemnity. But this 
much is certain—Japan has earned the right 
to be respected as one of the world’s great 
nations and that it will in future be treated 
with respect and consideration in all interna- 
tional relations. The best proof of this is the 
promptness with which Secretary Gresham, 
after a policy of indifference, has come for- 
ward and signed a treaty with the Japunese. 
If there is anything indeed which the Japs 
want of this country or of European nations 
now is the time for them to ask for it.

not more. Freights from the interior to the 
seaboard are very cheap, and the peasants 
are reported to be giad to dispose of their 
barley at any cost.

HYPNOTISM AND CRIME, 

A most singular case is reported from Eau 
Claire, Wis. A young lady was absent from 
home for two dayé, and when found was be- 
lieved to be under hypnotic control by a 
young man who now isto be prosecuted on 
the charge of having used his power over her 
for criminal purposes. The authorities sum- 
moned to their aid a professional hypnotic 
physician,” who is alleged to have placed her 
under a control superior to the other, but she 
was not completely released from her mental 
bondage till the young fellow implicated had 
been arrested, after which she professed her- 
self willing to tell the whole story on the 
witness stand. Theysay that while tho in- 
vestigation was in progress the young woman 
and the man alleged to have wronged her 
were in mental communication to such an ex- 
tent that, though separated bya distance of 
two or three miles, she describea accurately 
what he was doing under conditions that 
rendered collusion absolutely impossible. 

If the authorities have acted as stated 
they are treading on dangerous ground, by 
encouraging superstition and leading the way 
towards recognizing it as a legitimate aid to 
the detection of criminals. It is all the more 
singular as most of the bright lights in the 
medica! profession seem disposed to repudiate 
the ciaim that it is possible to exercise such 
controlling influence except over very weak 
minds, and they incline to this after more or 
less of critical investigation of the subject. 
So there was no good warrant for resorting to 
the course reported, calling in the services of 
a professional hypuotist.“ and it is by no 
means certain that he has rendered any assist- 
ance in the search for facte that is of the 
slightest value. The fact is that, even if they 
and others be convinced that the claims of 
hypnotic power are well founded, the testi- 
mony given in that particular hardly would 
be allowed a standing in court. Hypnot- 
ism only can appear on the criminal side of 
the case,and then as rendering those who 
practice it open to prosecution as frauds and 
hum bugs. It may be that the testimony to be 
given by the young lady will be accepted as 
evidence of fraud on the part of the fellow 
who nowis in jail, but that could not be ad- 
mitted as evidence of superior power for good 
by the man said to have released her from 
the original spell.” 

It would have been much better to proceed in 
the case without recourse to alleged hypnotic 
assistance, That she was infatuated with the 
fellow for a time well can be believed, and it 
is not difficult to understand how she would 
hesitate to make public on the witness stand 
whatever wrongs she may have suffered at the 
hands of the accused. Thatisa kind of hyp- 
notic influence that requires no science to ex- 
ert it, and not much to comprehend its char- 
acter with the fact of its existence. Even if 
it be admitted, as the physicians are reported 
to say, that the phenomenon of mental teleg- 
raphy or thought-transference is by this case 
established firmly as a scientific fact that 
would prove nothing in court as to the guilt 
or innocence of the accused. Her testimony 
as to outrage, if she alleges any, will have to 
be taken and weighed as if there were no 
such thing as hypnotism in existence and no 
claim to be able to exercise it. So far as the 
public is concerned in the claim that hy pnotic 
force can be exerted potentiully by one mind 
over another when the latter is not unbal- 
anced or badly . enfeebled, this case hardly 
will strengthen the exceedingly weak testi- 
mony that thus far has been adduced to sup- 
port the claim. 


HOW TO PUT THE CITY ON A SOUND BASIS. 

Ex-Controller Ackerman told the members 
of the Commervial elub Saturday night that— 

The city has been doing business for many 
years past on a false basis, like a profligate, 
sponding her income before she receives it. and 
then at the end of each year, by various subter- 
fuges, concealing her poverty. 

How the city was to geton an honest basis 
he did not say. Neither have any of those 
who have echoed his words done so. It is 
true that the city begins expending in Janu- 
ary money much of which it does not begin 
to collect until the following December. All 
cities in this State are in that plight. They 
were all organized and began spending money 
before they began collecting any. 

Yet sixteen years ago, in spite of this false 
basis and in spite of the fact that it did not 
receive then as it does now large sums from 
liquor licenses in March and August, the 
finances of the city were in such a condition 
that it could get through the year without 
issuing scrip and without begging banks to 
come to its relief. 

The city was in that fortunate condition 
then because the reform Council of 1876 and 
Mayor Heath had enforced a policy of econo- 
my and savings. The city spent each year 
less than it appropriated and collected. Ia 
that way a reserve fund or workmg capital was 
accumulated which enabled it to get along 
without borrowing. Had that policy been 
pursued steadily to this day the city would 
bave had on hand at the beginning of each 

year enough money with the receipts from 
liquor licenses, ete., to cover all the expenses 
of that year. 

Instead of pursuing that policy it was aban- 
doned. The Aldermen began to pillage the 
city’s savings instead of adding to them. 
That they might swell the number of em- 
plorés and make places for their friends they 
appropriated away large portions of the city’s 
working capital. And besides that the city 
authorities incurred debts which still remain 
unpaid. 

There are two ways to straighten out mat- 
ters. One of them is to get authority to levy 
much heavier taxes tor a time in order to pay 
off all debts and fill up the depleted working 
capital uf the city. Probably the suggestion 
of higher taxes will not strike the people 
favorabiy at this time. The other is to re- 
adopt the econumic and saving policy of 1876. 
Persistence in that for a few years will get 
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“ Prohibitury protection means the impo- 
sition of duties which are higher than those 
needed to cover the difference in labor and 
material cost, and which enab'e manufactar- 
ers to combine and charge for their wares 
much more than that difference in labor and 
material cost and pocket that excess to the 
loss of the community. 

While this policy gives great profite to mill 
bosses it weighs heavily on the general 
public who have to pay too much for goods, 
and it creates bitter discontent among work- 
ingmen who see their employers grabbing all 
the extra profits of excessive protection and 
not giving them a share of the spoil. 

Constitutional liars who own vewspapers 
and can indulge their taste for misrepresen 
tation and falsehood at the expense of thei

community is for cutting down the wages of 
the workingman, There is, however, a mid- 
dle ground of fair and equitable protection, 
and on it stand the majority of the Republicans 
of the United States; and when they are satis.

PRINGESS ALIX OF HESSE-DARM- 
STADT WEDS NIOHOLAS 


| St. Petersburg Is as Gay os It Was Sad © 


Week Ago—Cannon Shots Announce the 
Wedding, Which Is Celebrated Amid 


palace. 

Before 7 o’clock this morning large crowds 

of people were assembling.on the Newsky 

| in order to secure places along the 
route of the royal wedding procession. From 
the Anitchkoff Palace to the Winter Palace 
the whole avenue was lined with troops. The 
morning broke dull and cold but dry. Before 
long the whole front of the route was black 
with people. There was not an inch of space 
to spare along the Grand Morskaija Prospect 
and on the square in frontof the Winter 
Palace. From a position midway between 
the two palaces could be seen thousands of 
faces eager to greet the Czar and his bride, 
The large majority of the stores were closed 
and in the windows were prominentiy dis- 
played colored portraits of the Czar and 
Princess Alix. 

At 11:15. m. in the distance were suddenly 
heard the grand swelling strains of the na- 
tional anthem and all along the route the 
multitudes uncovered in anticipation of the 
approach of the bridal party. Soon after 
came an open state carriage drawn by four 
white horses. In this vehicle were the Czar 
and his brother, Grand Duke Michael. They 
both wore the uniform of Hussars of the 
guard and were greeted with a vociferous 
burst of cheering which was rencwed again 
and again. The Czar’s cquipage was pre- 
ceded and aleo followed by detachments of 
chevuliers des gardes, and hussars and lancers 
of the guard, all in brilliant gala uniform. 
Then came a supurb landau. also drawu by 
four white horses, in which was Princess Alix 
and the Czarina. They received, if possible, 
even a more hearty popular greeting than the 
Czar himself. Handkerchiefs and hats were 
waved in the air and the most intense enthu- 
siasm prevailed. 

The Reyal Guests. 

After the carriage of the Princess and the 
Czarina followed a long train of carriages 
with the royal guests, including the Prince 
and Princess of Wales, the Princess Irene of 
Prussia, the Grand Duchess Sergius and other 
prominent members of the imperial family, 
as well as all the wedding guests. 

Military bands were stationed at various 
points along the route between the two pal- 
aces and they each struck up the national an- 
them as the cortége appeared. The national 
hymn was thus sounded in the ears of the im. 
perial party along the entire route. 

The wedding procession entered the Winter 
Palace at 1:15 p. m., where as soon as possi- 
ble afterwards were assembied all those who 
had been invited to be present at the wedding. 
Reaching the Winter Palace the royal party 
entered the Malachite Hall, where the bridal 
procession was formed, At its head were 
court functionaries and then came tlie Czar- 
ina, escorted by the King of Denmark, her 
father, the Czar and Princess Alix came next, 
followed by the Prince and Princess of Wales 
and other members of the imperial and royal 
families, another batch of court officials 
bringing up the rear. 

The procession first slowly traversed the 
cobcert hall, the panels on the walls being the 
silver plates upon which the Russian people 
presented to the late Czar read and salt dur- 


the occasion of his coronation. A large crys- 
tai candelabrum was suspended from the ceil- 


ing. 

The Nicholas Hall wes next entered by the 
wedding party. It was decorated with white 
and gold and adorned by richly embellished 
panels, the work of famous artists. In the 
center of the wall wasa striking portrait of 
Nicholas I. 

in Famous Halls. 

The bridal procession then traversed the 
Tore Hall, spleudidiy decorated in empire 
style, the Field Marshals salon where a varie- 
ty of large war paintings adorned the wails; 
and then passed through the famous Petroff- 
sky Hall, in which stands thethrone of Peter 
the Great and which is gruced with ancient 
furniture of oxidized silver. From this mag- 
nificent apartment the wedding procession 
slowly passed through the hall of the Court o. 
Arms, named for enormous allegorical fig. 
ures of Russians holding in their hands the 
escutcheons of all the governments of the 
Empire. 

The bridal procession then found itself in 
‘he Piketasy room, which adjoins the church. 
In this room remained the majority of the 
officials and the members of the lesser nobili- 
ty, only the imperial family and their social 
guests and the indispensable functionaries 
passing into the small chapel, which is a most 
gorgeous little room, glittering with gold and 
stucco work. 

On the right hand of the chapel in glass 
cases were all she sacred relics brought to 
Russia by the Knights of Malta, including the 
hand of St. John the Baptist, the martyr saint 
Irene, and the miraculous image of the Virgin 
Mary. These are ornamented with enormous 
sapphires in the form of tears. 

The costumes in the chapel were dzzziing. 
Most of the women wore the Russian cos- 
tume, very low before and behind and with 
arms bare almost to the shoulders. 


Dress of the Bride. 


The bride’s dress was white, richly embroi- 
dered with gold. and on her head was the 
usual Kokoshnik belonging to tne costume, 
ornamented with diamonds. At the top oi 
the Kokoshnik was a small crown of dia- 
monds. The bride’s mantle was of purple 
velvet, lined with ermine. The head dresses 
of the other court women were of ancient 
gold brocade, adorned with sapphires, emer- 
alds, and rubies. 


bled the marriage ceremony was carried out 
according to the rites of the Greek Church. 

The bride’s train was borne by five offi- 
cials, two walking on either side, while tne 
Grand Chamberlain held the hem. The Czar 
wore the uniform of the famous Red Hussars 
of the Guard, with a dolman suspended from 
the right shoulder. The Prince of Wales and 
the Duke of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha wore 
Russian uniforms, while the Duke of York 
wore a naval uniform. All the royal Princes 
wore the cordon of the Order of St. An- 
drew. 

In the center of the chapel of the Winter 
Palace stood a holy table on which had been 
placed the gospel and a cross. Between the 
table and the altar were multi-branched can- 
delabra with lighted tapers. Behind the ta- 
dle, facing the altar, stood the Proto-Presby- 
tery Yanischeff, attired in gorgeous vest- 
ments of cloth of goid. Ciose behind the 
bridal pair the imperial and royal spectators 
formed a semicirele. 

The ceremony was concluded a few minutes 
before 2 o'clock. The Czar and his bride 
then approached the dowager Czarine to 
greet and thank ker. She embraced her son 
and his wife, after which they were embraced 
and kissed by the King of Denmark and their 
other relatives. Everybody was much moved 
and the bride was in tears. The Czar was 
pale and was visibly affected. 


Crowds Are Enthusiastic. 


The wedding procession was then reformed 
and the guests reéntered their carriages. The 
cowager Czarina was the first to drive back 
to the palace. The Czar, with the Czarina, 
returned to the Anitchkoff Palace in the same 
landau amid the unbounded enthusiasm of 
the immense crowds of people gathered to 
greet them. The Czar graciously saluted the

When the Czar reappeared on the cathe- 
dral steps after the religious ceremonies with- 
in and kissed the miraculous image of Our 
Lady of Kazan the enthusiasm of the people 
was beyond all description. The brilliancy 
of the spectacle at this moment was enhanced 
by a sudden burst of sunshine from the 
clouds which had hitherto darkened the city. 
The appearance of the golden rays was re- 
garded as a good augury by the immense 
crowds of spectators present, who’ cheered 
themselves hoarse as the Czar and Czarina re- 
entered their carriage and returned to the 
Anitchkoff Palace. 

In honor of the Czar’s wedding 40,000 
poor people of this city will dine today at the 
expense of the Czar, All the schools have 
been closed for three days to give the children 
a hohday and enable them to celebrate the 
imperial marriage. 

When the newly wedded pair arrived at the 
Anitchkoff Palace they were received and 
welcomed by the Dowager Czarira. Later 
the Czar and Czarina, accompanied by Grand 
Duchess Olga, youngest sister of the Czar, 
appeared at a window of the palace overiook- 
ing the Newski prospect. Here they stood 
for fifteen minutes bowing repeatedly in re- 
sponse to the acclamations of the multitude 
gathered outside the palace. Grand Duchess 
Olga, with girlish enthusiasm, repeatedly 
kissed her hand to the crowd. The Czarina, 
leaning on thearm of her husband, smiled 
radiantly on the throng. There were several 
similar demonstrations, though of shorter 
duration, during the next hour. 

Gifts te the People. 

The Czar’s manifesto, mentioned in these 
dispatches last night, was issued tonight. 
His Majesty, in honor of his marriage, re- 
mits various debts to the crown, including the 
repayment of the grants made to the peasants 
on account of families. He aiso wholly re- 
mits arrears of taxes and fines and mitigates 
or shortens sentences of imprisonment. 
police supervision, and deportation at hard 
labor. The prosecution for treason of 
offenders who have remained undiscovered 
for fifteen years will be abandoned. The in- 
dulgences to political prisoners will be de- 
cided upon after a report has been submitted 
to the Czar by the Minister of the Interior. 
Amnesty is granted to the participants in the 


Polish rebellioa of 1863 and they will be 


permitted to reside anywhere in Russia. 
Their civil richts, but not their property, will 
be restored to them. 

According to current reports the Czar has 
caused consternation among the officers of 
his household by leaving the palace unat- 
tended and walking through the streets in a 
military mantie or waiking arm in arm 
with the first officer who recognizes him. 
Saturday the Czar went for a walk with 
Princess Alix, entered a glove store in 
front of the Anitchkoff Palace. and made sev- 
éral purchases. On leaving his Majesty was 
recognized by the people and loudly cheered, 

His Majesty has also received the Ministers 
very graciously, When M. De Giere, the Min- 
ister of Foreigao Affairs, tendergd his resigna- 
tion, the Czar insisted that he hoped they 
would work together for a long time yet. To 
this M. De Giers replied: “ But, your Majesty, 
look at my feet. They cannot carry me.”’ 
Whereupon the Ozar replied: “I do not 
want your feet, I only want your head.” 

A dispatch to the Times from St. Peters- 
burg says the members of the imperial fam- 
uy took dinner together. Otherwise there 
were no festivities to mark the wedding day 
of tne Czar. 

The Chronicle’s St. Petersburg correspond- 
ent telegraphs: ‘‘ The absence of street deco- 
rations today causes much remark, as bemg 
without precedent. There are no illumina- 
tious tonight nor any ¢igns of festivities.” 

The imperial manifesto will occupy a page 
of the Chronicle. It reduces the rates on 
lands by the land banks to farmers. Scarce- 
ly anything is left untouched. It is a compre- 
hensive document breathing benevolence in 
every line. It grants the greatest amnesty 
accorded by Russia for half a century, except

ITALY AND BRAZIL ARE GROWLING. 
Former’s Threat to Make a Naval Demon- 
stration Down South, 

Wasmncrton, D. C., Nov. 26.—Nothmg is 
known officially of the reported trouble be- 
tween Italy and Brazil, which is said to have 
reached a phase so acute that Italy has threat- 
ened to send a fleet of war vessels to Brazil to 
enforce her demands. But it is known from 
unofficial sources that the two governments 
have been at odds for nearly a year owing to 
ademand made by the Italian Government 
for indemnity for the maltreatment of a num- 
ber of Italian subjects and the destruction of 
their property in the course of riots in Rio. 
As nearly as can be gathered, Brazil has ad- 
mitted some degree of accountability, and 
the question at issue is one of amount of in- 
demnity rather than of principle. This is 
not the first time in the course of 
the negotiahons that Italy is reported 
to have threatened a naval demonstration and 
itis assumed the threat is rene at this 
time owing toa belief that Brazil is in a dis- 
turbed condition asa result of the change in 
the Presideucy and that the new government 
may be more easily influenced to any step to 
preserve the country from outward attack. 
But from the last reports the new Brazilian 
Government is ia much better position to ro- 
sist any unjust demand than has been gen- 
erally supposed. The Brazilian Minister here, 
Senhor Mendonca, has just received a cable. 
gram from the Minister of Foreign Affairs at 
Rio saying the new administration finds itself 
strong in the support it is receiving from all 
of the States of the Union, and is entirely 
able to suppress any attempt against the re- 
public whieh, fortunately, exists rather 
in the imagination of the enemies of Brazil 
and its republican institutions than in reality, 
as the whole country is pesceful.

Provision was mace at the meeting of the 
Council iast evening for the payment of the 
October and November pay-rolis of the Police 
and Fire Departments by authorizing the 
Mayor, Controiler, and Finance committee 
Chairman to make the arrangements to ob- 
tain the money. The order directing that no 
public improvements to be paid for by spe- 
cial assessment should be ordered between 
Dec. 1 and March 1 was sent to the 
Judiciary committee. These orders were 
the occasion of considerable discussion, 
although other important measufes were 
acted upon, The resolution directing an in- 
vestigation of the Police Department by the 
Police committee was reported . by the Fi- 
nance committee and passed. The rules were 
suspended and an order directing that no sa- 
loon licenses be issued for the territory 
bounded by the east side of North Halsted 
street, from Belden avenue to Garfield ave- 
nue. to both sides of Webster avenue, to Ra- 
ine avenue, to Belden avenue. to the place of 
beginning, tor the next thirty days, was 
passed amid a great storm of objections on 
the part of Ald. Rohde and the saloon interest 
of the Council. It was introduced by Ald. 
McGillen, who occupied the chair, the Mayor 
having gore home.

The Pay-Rolls. 


The order relating to the police and fre- 
men’s pay-rolls was introduced by Ald, Mad- 


den, and was as follows: 

That the Mayor, Controller, and Finance 
committee be and they are hereby authorized and 
directed to make such arrangements as may be 
necessary to obtain mcney with which to meet 
thw Octuber and November pay-rolis of the Po- 
lice and Fire Departments of this city at once. 

Ald. Madden said: 

I believe this matter is of sufficient importance 
to demand the immediate attention of the Coun- 
cil. The question of negotiation, if any re- 
quired, will be entered iato * the Mayor, Con- 
tro.ier, and Committee on nance. The time 
has come when these pay-rolis ought to be niet. 
These men are employed by the City of Chicago, 
are work in god faith, and ir 
families are in need of the money in 
many cases. Thanksgiving day is near at hand 
and the City of Chicago can afford to place the 
men in its employment in position to be thankful 
they have something in the house to eat. I move, 
if necessary, the rules of the Council be sus- 


pended. ; i 

Ald. Gallaghber—I would like to inguire when 
the departments will be paid. 

The Mayor—Soon as we get the money. 

Aid. Madden—If we get the money they will be 
paid at once. 

Ald. Noble—I have no objection to the pay- 
ment of the saiaries, but I do not favor the pas- 
sage of the resolution without its ing to the 
Finance committee. Thereis no Finance com- 
mittee meeting between now and Wednesday 
night, and if it becomes necessary for the City of 
Chicago to issue scrip to meet the payment of 
pay-roils I am opposed to it until the Mayor 
asks this Council for authority, if necessary, to 
issue scrip. I am opposed to the Republican 
Council instructing the Mayor or Controiler. We 
have got that question before the Financo com- 
mittee and it bas not been acted upon before 
that committee. 

Aid. Madden—I do not want to be understood 
as in any manner antagonizing any member of 
the Finance committee. The question of what to 
do has been canvassed in the Finance committee. 
Every member has been in favor of the transfer 
of funds from one piace to another for the pur- 
— of meeting pay-rolls. The Controller has 

ound it impossible to transfer these funds, as 
there are no funds to transfer. 0 thing 
to do is for the Council to authorize the proper 
officiais to do somevhing which will meet the ob- 
ject for which this order was introduced. 

ld. Kerr—I offer au amendment that after the 
matter has been considered by the Finance com- 
mittee and by the Controller, they report their 
conclusion to the Council for its action. 

Aid. McGillen—We want authority of this 
Council to meet an emergency for a short period. 
The question of poiitics, I believe, shcuid be 
cast aside. We want the temporary use of enough 
money during the months of October and Novem- 
ber to meet these pay-rolis of wnat is called the 
uniformed service of Chicago. The failure 
tc get it is owi to some 
difference within the majority of this Council. It 
has usually been the custom for the Finance 
committee to authorize the Mayor or Controller 
to borrow $500,000 to $800,000 anticipating re- 
ceipts from licenses and other income. The 
credit of the city is not as good as in years past, 
and it is asked that the entire Council pledge the 
credit of the city to the end we may borrow 
$600,000 or $800,000. This city wiel never see 
a piece of scrip—not a 4 of discounted paper 
signifying the credit of the city—afioat. 

ld. Madden—The oraer has no intention what- 
ever of authorizing the issuance of scrip. All I 
want is to see the men paid. Every man that 
works for me gets his money every month. If I 
don’t bave the money in bank I borrow it. I do 
not see why the city cannot transact its busiress 
the same as any other corporation. The only 
way to do business is to do it right and the only 
way to do it right is to authorize the proper 
officials to do it. If they do not do it let them 
receive the reprimand they deserve. Give us tlie 
authority and we'll satisfy you we will do the 
business as it ought to be done. 


Kent in Opposition. 


Ald. Kent—It has been said previous adminis- 
trationa borrowed money. During the Harrison 
administration there was no money borrowed 
from any banks. During the Roche administra- 
tion there was not a dollar borrowed from banks. 
During the year the school fund was short we 
bypothecated some money from certain other 
funds and devoted it to school funds. None 
of it was applied to the departments coming 
within the 2 percent limit. During the Wash- 
burne administration all the money received from 
licenses was transferred to the water depart- 
ment fund.

Tothis Mr. Madden replied he did 
not introduce the order as a member of the 
Finance committee but as a member of the 
Council, and stated that the condition of the 
police fund had been frequently discussed in 
the committee.

We always manipulated it before this year, but 
the last Controller was so fine-haired he would 
not manipulate.

Vetoes from the Mayor. 


Mayor Hopkins sent ina veto message on 
an order passed by the Council at the last 
meeting directing the Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works to grant a permit to B. Stein for a 
fruit stand at the southeast corner of Madison 
and Paulina streets. In vetomg the order the 
Mayor noted an order for the same purpose 
was passed three weeks ago and vet by the 
Mayor and sent to the Committee on Streets 
-and Alleys West. There has been no report 
from the committee and no further consider- 
ation of the subject matter, and on this ac. 
count the order was vetoed a second time, 

An attempt was made to pa-s the order over 
the Mayor’s veto. but it failed on a vote of 37 
to 21. Subsequently the Committee on 
Streets and Aileys West reported the order re- 
ferred to in the Mayor’s message and recom- 
mended that it pass, the Mayor’s veto to the 
contrary notwithstanding. This, of course, 
referred to the first veto. In the rush of busi- 
ness the order gut through, being in the om- 
nibus bill. 

A veto message was received from the 
Mayor on the ordinance establishing the 
width of West Twenty-first street {rom the 
right of way of ‘ne Chicago, Santa Fé and 
California. railroad to Washtenaw avenue. 
The reason given for the veto is that under a 
previous ordinance establishing the width of 
the E a contract has been let for the 
wor 

The Mayor also sent ina veto of the ordi- 
nance repealing an ordinance for the opening 
of Kedzie avenue from Montrose boulevard to 
North Fifty-ninth street. The reason assigned 
is that he vetoed the same ordinance in Octo. 
ber and the same reasons hold now as then. 

A veto wasalso received of the ordinance 
for the improvement of the system of streets 
consisting of Wright street, East Ravens wood 
Park, Rascher avenue, and Balmoral avenue, 
The veto was given, the message states, on ac- 
count of errorsin the details in making up 
the special assessment. 

Appointments, 


Mayor Hopkins submitted the appoint- 
ments of James McAndrews for the position 
of Commissioner of Buildings, vice Simeon 
B. Eisendrath, resigned, and of Joha Mo- 
Carthy to the position of Com missioner of 
Public Works, vice Hiram J. Jones, now 
Controller. The bond of Mr. McAndrews in 
thé sum of $25,000, signed by Andrew J. 
Toolen-and Thomas A. Smyth as euretics, and 
of Mr. McCarthy, signed by A. S. Trude, 
Levy Mayer. Martin Emerich, Jesse Spauld- 
ing, and F. S. Gorton, in the sum of $50,000, 
were received and approved, after the ap- 
pointments had been confirmed, on a motion 
of Ald. Madden. 

The fo!iowing order was introduced by Ald. 
Hepburn and passed: 

That the Commissioner of Public Works be 
and is hereby instructed to issue a permit to the 
Illinois Central railtoad company to erect exit 
gates at the foot of Thirty-fifth street in accord- 
ance with plans to be submitted, to be erected 
under his supervision. and the same to be subject 
to removal on thirty days’ notice. 

Aid. MecGillen introduced an ordinance, 
which was referred to the Committee on Li- 
censes, for a local option dtstrict within the 
territory bounded as follows: Commencing 
at the alley running west {rom Bissell street 
in the rear of Webster avenue, continuing 
west on a straight line to Seminary avenue, 
thence north to Fullerton avenue, thence enst 
to Bissell street, and thence south to the place 
of beginning. 

Ald. Howell introduced an crdinance au- 
thorizing the South Chicago City rail way com- 
pany to construct a line of railway on Seven- 
tieth street, Addison avenue, Seventy-first 
street, Seventy-fifth street, and Ninety-fifth 
street, Indiana boulevard. Avenue K, Torrence 
avenue, One Hundred and Fourteenth street, 
Sheridan avenue, Chittenden road, South Chi.

Walsh, D. C. Driscoll, Kiseane, Shaw, John 
T. O'Malley, and Lyons 4 Musgrave. 
From the evidence in possession

of the Marquette committee it is believed 
that if the Mayor were to revoke their licenses 
it would greatiy aid in the capture of the no- 
torious thugs so much desired by the Depart- 
ment of Justice. John Santry, who is in 
partnership with Mike Santry in the saloon 
at Indiana and Market streets, is one of the 
ng charged with the murder of Colliander. 
Tony Lynch has an interest in the saloon sup- 
posed to be owned by Mike Hughes. Besides 
this, the committee has evidence against the 
foregoing saloons that they have violated sev- 
eral ordinances. It was in Driscoll’s saloon 
that Senator O’Malley shot the Greek porter, 
Varalos. O'Malley and certain members of 
the gang bad been drinking in Berger's place 
ju-t prior to the shooting of the ckman, 
Shepard. It is the belief of the committee 
that if these licenses were revoked it would 
cripple the power of the lawiess element in 
the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Wards. 
The committee will decide upon what action 
it will take in the matter either tonight or to- 
morrow. 
An Effort te Secure McCormick's Release. 


A vigorous effort was made by the friends 
of the Market street thugs yesterday to secure 
the release of Black Dave McCormick on 
a writ of habeas corpus. Attorney Charles 
Dwight, on behalf of McCormick, secured a 
writ from Judge Chetlain upon Inspectors 
Shea and Schaack directing them to vroduce 
McCormick and show upon what grounds 
they were holding bim. Attorney Dwight 
claimed that McCormick had been kidnaped 
and was bemg held without due process of 
law. His client, he claimed, had not been 
permitted to see either friends or attorneys. 

It was shown by the police that no attorney 
had been to the station to see McCormick. 
Attorney Anthony explained that McCormick 
was one of the notorious gang of thugs who 
had created so much disturbance at the polls 
in the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Wards 
election day. He was furthermore a notori- 
ous thief and criminal and had been brought 
back from Michigan on a requisition. 

The contest had lasted for nearly an hour 
when Judge Chetiain told Mr, Dwight that he 
did not propose to release McCormick upon 
any technical grounds. He knew the char- 
acter of the prisoner and would not allow the 
ends of justice to be defeated upon any catch 
question, He would, therefore, at the request 
of the prosecution remand the prisoner to 
custody in bonds of $5,000 and contiuue the 
habeas corpus hearing until Weduesday at 
12:30 p. m. Attorney Dwight objected vig- 
orously to this, but without aveil. 


Identified by Several Witnesses. 


McCormick was yesterday identified by 
several witnesses at the East Chicago Ave- 
nue Station as one of the ugs 
who took a hand in slugging Ha Hamline 
and E. E. Dickson. He was also identified by 
several persons who claimed to have seen him 
in the vicinity of the Ninth Precinct of the 
Twenty-third Ward on the night Gus Colli- 
ander was killed. McCormick says he was 
not with the gang of rioters on election day, 
and that he will be able to prove the truth of 
this assertion. 

Eariy yesterday morning Detective Sergeant 
Bock took McCormick to the home of Officer 
Michaels, No. 104 Osgood street, in the hupe 
that the officer might identify him as one of 
the gang who raided the polls at No, 117 
Oak street. The officer took a good look at 
the prisoner and said while he could not 
swear that McCormick was in the gang, he 
bore a strong resemblance to one — the

RUSSIAN JEWS IN NEW YORK. 


Declaring Their Allegiance to the New 
Czar, Nich@ias II. 

New York Sun: We are surprised by the ac- 
count given in the Jewish Messenger of the 
state of mind of the Jewish immigrants who 
have come here from Russia within the last 
few years. Take, for example, this state- 
ment of the Jewish Messenger concerning 
their political disposition and their loyalty to 
the government of the Empire in which they 
were born: 

Many scores of Russian Jews have called at the 
Russian Consulate here to swear allegiance to 
the new Uzar, 

This is a surprise to us. Our reporters 
learned a fe“ days after the death of Alex- 
ander III, that a considerabie number of the 
Russians among us had visited the Russian 
Consulate for the purpose of declaring their 
allegiance to his imperial successor, but we 
did not know that among these visitors were 
many of the Jewish subjects of the Czar liv- 
ing here.

Its Racing Organization te Be Disbanded 
“No Track Near Chicago to Run Next 
January or February-Winter Racivg 
Will Be Scarce- The Eastern Situation 
Not as Bad as It Looks=Futare Legis- 
lation May Aid IteChicago Outlook for 
1895 Is Bright. 

It ean be definitely announced that the 
Washington Pack club will not have a race 

meeting next year. Its directors meant what 
they said when the famous resolution was 
passed last month. Though the club’s racing 
record is complete to date, the organization 
that kept it upis to be disbanded, and the 
thoroughbred will in future do no more than 
exercise over the best track in the West. 

Only Hawthorne and Harlem will care for 
local racing next season. If legislaticn this 
winter takes the form of a limited law—with 
or without taxation—other tracks may be 
built. 

Racing about Chicago will not last after 
Dec, 31, but will be resumed March 1, 1895, 
and run to May 1, when Hawthorne opens. 
The division of time between Hawthorne and 
Harlém next year may be thirty-day terms. 
Such a division would be beneficial to own- 
ers ahd horses, and in the interest of truth in 
racing. One set of officiale for both tracks 
would also do the local turf some good. 

Western Racing of the Winter. 

Nashville and Lexington close with this 
week. New Orleans opens Dec, 8, and after 
Dec. 31 will be the only race-track in opera- 
tion outside that of the Old Dominion Jockey 
elub at Alexander's Island, near Washington, 
the St. Louis merry-go-rounds, and San Fran- 
cisco. New Orleans closes March 26, 1895, 
and the regular Western season opens at Lit- 
tle Rock, Ark., April 1, and comes on via 
Memphis, Nashville, etc., to Chicago.
